Deliveries 
To Steadily 
Increase 


Production of F-102As at 
San Diego is moving from 
“high gear’ into “over- 
drive.” 

Since July of last year pro- 
duction planes have been leaying 
Plant 2 at a steady but compara- 
tively low rate. This was delib- 
erate, to give time for flight test- 
ing and incorporation of improve- 
ments as they developed. 

Two months ago the production 
rate stepped up noticeably and 
again increased during August. 

“September will find us roll- 
ing out more than we ever have 
before in a single month and 
October’s schedule calls for 
another substantial increase,” 
A. P. Higgins, Plant 2 works 
manager, reported. 

“Outlook is for a gradual 
monthly advance in production 
with our peak month coming 
next summer.” 

P. G. Osborn, Plant 2 factory 
manager, stated that the F-102A 
program has been essentially on 
schedule ever since delivery of the 
first production airplane. The rate 
was kept down, however, while 
most of the airplanes were sent 
directly to testing programs at 
various localities. Thus, the 
“hugs overe discovered early.end- 
tion started. 

“The F-102As which are in the 
line now reflect the changes and 
improvements gained from thous- 
ands of hours of flight tests,” 
Osborn said. “In fact, as many 
as 35 separate airplanes have 
been engaged in flight test at one 
time!” 

Since roll out of the first pro- 
duction ship, actual delivery of 
airplanes to the Air Force has 
been at a steady pace, but some- 
what under actual production, 
with the difference diverted to

Convair’s LA Office Grows Rapidly 
In Pace With Expanded Purchasing 


In response to the mounting 
tempo of Convair production ac- 
tivity at San Diego, Convair buy- 
ing of parts and materials has 
headed steadily upward, a sur- 
vey showed this week. 


Particularly apparent is the in- 
crease in purchasing from vend- 
ors in the greater Los Angeles 
area where about half of the en- 
tire buying for San Diego Divi- 
sion and the Astronautics pro- 
gram is done. As a consequence, 
Convair’s Los Angeles office has

zoomed in size from a handful 
of persons early this year to a 
staff of some 67 at present. 
Chances are it will grow even 
more in coming months. 

The office (called “Convair 
SD Plant 3” by the staff!) is 
located at 1000 South Manhat- 
tan Place, just off Western 
Ave. 

J. A. Marshall heads a group 
of about 50 from San Diego, 
while Roy Coykendall, long-time 
Convair man with experience 
both at SD and FW Divisions, 
supervises 16 representatives 


f/from Fort Worth. The staff in- 


cludes procurement representa- 
tives, quality control and source 
inspectors, liaison engineers and 
tooling representatives. 

“The complex nature of pro- 
grams at these divisions has been 
rightly described as almost ‘be- 
yond the status of the art,’” 
Marshall said. “Therefore, any 
help we can give vendors in 
meeting extra rigid controls will 
pay off in the long run.” 

Each of the groups at the 
office performs tasks within its 
own specialty but all work to- 
ward a common goal—to expe- 
dite and coordinate procurement 
functions. This may involve a 
simple telephone call to one of 
more than 2,000 vendors supply- 
ing Convair in that area, or a 
lengthy stay at his plant. 

The LA office is not to be 
confused with Convair’s network 
of expediters, (Convairiety, 
March 28, 1955), which does sim- 
ilar work but covers a far wider 
area. 

Requests for assistance pour 
into the LA office over tele- 
phones, wire service or direct 
teletype hook-ups with the divi- 
sions. Each request is acted upon 
promptly, according to its ur- 
‘gency. Some take minutes, oth- 
ers may require weeks. Most of 
the staff works out of the West- 
ern Ave. headquarters, but there 
are exceptions. 

“There is one man in the 
field I haven’t seen for three 
months!” Marshall said. “We 
keep in touch by telephone.” 

One of the “hottest” items now 
'demanding attention is ground 
support equipment for the F-102A 
program. Vendors ship this equip- 
ment direct to the Air Force, but 
only after it is subjected to rigid 
inspection to insure the same 
quality control standards main-

A new “704” electronic data 
processing computer has been in- 
stalled at Convair Fort Worth to 
supplement—and later replace— 
the “701” now in use. 

The ‘704” operates from a 
large, intricately wired central 
unit. Problems, after they are 
analyzed, coded and key punched 
on special cards, are fed to this 
central unit. 

The machine reads the prob- 
lems at 10,000 words a minute. 
Addition, subtraction or multipli- 
cation instructions are done at 
the rate of 40,000 a second!

One of the new computer’s main 
advantages is its high speed mem- 
ory which stores answers on mag- 
netic tapes. The tapes, when 
needed, can be replaced in the 
machine at any time and will re- 
call information in a few million- 
ths of a second. 

“We're finding many advan 
tages with the ‘704’,” said D. E: 


Richmond, group engineer. “It’s »- 


virtually free of error, operates 
from three to 10 times faster than 
the ‘701,’ and has a larger capac- 
ity. We plan to add another ‘704’ 
to our lab in a few months.”

Guards’ Idea Speeds Clearance 
For Vendors Visiting Convair

Hundreds of vendor represent- 
atives coming to Convair Fort 
Worth are getting down to busi- 
ness faster than ever these days. 
And they have industrial secu- 
rity guards at the lobby to thank 
for it. 

The reason for it is a time- 
saving and cost-saving Employee 
Suggestion made by guards P. C. 
Brown and C. R. Brown. 

Their idea was a new type of 
Convair security clearance card 
and a new intercom phone to 
speed up the entire process. 

Vendors formerly had to wait 
while their security records were 
checked through a cumbersome, 
time-consuming and costly proc- 
ess. (About 100 vendors, repre- 
senting 45 companies visit Con- 
vair FW each day.) 

“Sometimes the cards were 
misfiled, lost or had expired,” 
the guards said. ““We’d lose time 
looking for them. And that meant 
the vendor had to wait. 

we'd also have to verify 
clearance by phone in indus- 
trial security. This took even 
more time, what with busy 
lines and such.” 

Now the vendor gets a card on 
his first trip to Convair. He 
keeps the card with him and 
presents it to the guard at the 
lobby when he comes to Convair. 
The guard then verifies clear- 
ance in security building, using 
the new intercom phone. 

The new method eliminates the 
separate card file system in the 
lobby and cuts down on waiting 
time for vendors. 

Net result is a saving in ex- 
pense and time to Convair. And
